Meeting 
Scheduled 
On Strike

Officials of the Union and 
National Supply are sched­ 
uled to meet with Commis­ 
sioner Frederick J. Ferguson 
of t'he Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service this coming 
Monday, it was announced.

This will constitute the first 
such meeting since the outbreak 
of the strike a week ago Mon­ 
day.

Mayor Albert Tsen had: alip 
offered his services in helping 
to mediate the strike. The union 
expressed itself ready to "co­ 
operate and participate" in any 
manner possible.

National Supply, while ap­ 
preciative of the offer, felt that 
such actions should he taken 
through the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service which 
was handling the issue. 

Differences
In the meantime, both the 

Oil, Chemical and Atomic 
Workers International Union- 
CIO as well as the National 
Supply company spelled out 
their differences in detail 
through the medium of letters, 
circulars, and advertisements.

The company stated that it 
met with union officials October 
18 to begin negotiations.

The union charges that the 
company was given fiO day 
notice to open negotiations 
(September 6) and that the 
company let 43 days elapse 
without action.

At that time the company 
submitted its Group Insurance 
proposal. The union was told 
that this would expire at mid­ 
night October 31, but the com­ 
pany extended the insurance for 
a month just a few hours before 
expiration, union officials 
.stated.

The company, state! on the 
other hand, that the union was 
not ready to finalize its position 
with respect to Insurance until 
October 30.

This was necessary, the union 
claims, because of dlssatisfac- 
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her running towards the house 
all in flames.

Mrs. Daurta, the grand­ 
mother, also received treatment 
for her hand.

Percr, and .her unit Alfred, 25. 
saved the little, girl's life when 
»he nenrly drowned In » near- 
by reservoir.

Perer found the little girl, 
who had clipped Into the res­ 
ervoir, flouting; In the water 
«nd he rushed In after her. 
AH hough the girl's condition 
looked hopele**, Mrs. Peren 
administered nrtifieal respira­ 
tion until firemen arrived. To 
get her they revived her. 
The little girl is one of six 

children. The mother and 
father work. The children are 
left, with the grandmother dur­ 
ing the day.

At a recent meeting of the Tor­ 
rance city council, i told . u- 
city fathers that we were the 
world's largest orphanage. 
North Torrance Is th^ most 
densely populated area but we 
can't get light signals at Ififjih

EDITORIAL

Fluoridation-A Sound Idea
The Torrance City Council will hold a hearing Jan- 

' uary 8 to discuss fluoridation of the city's water-supply.
About two years ago the Torrance Press endorsed 

fluoridation and we do so again at this time.
The reasons are simple. The facts are compelling.
At present, 98 % of the school children suffer tooth 

decay. Fluoridation reduces decay in youngsters from 
35 to 65%.

Fluoridation i* inexpensive on two counts. To be­ 
gin with, it will only cost around 50 ce,nts per family per 
.year. This cost will go down after a few years.

The real Raving, however, lie* in the fewer dental 
bills families will have to pay.

Fluoridation is no longer experimental at this 
point. It has been proven effective. A total of 1200 
communities amounting; to 30 million people are using 
it with no ill effects on anyone.

Fluoridation is not medicinal it does not treat or 
cure. Rather, it is a preventive measure. It adds to the 
water supply one of its natural elements.

The process has received the wholehearted endoffce- 
ment of groups like the American Dental association, the 
American Medical association, the American Public 
Health association, and the National Congress of PTAs, 
amonjf others.

Opponents, as a rule, are the type of people who 
have foujjht every other worthwhile health measure  
Including the pasteurization of milk, chlorination of 
water, diptheria toxoid, small pox vaccine, and a rabies 
law.

The U. S. Defense Department directed military 
bases where dependent children live to use fluoridation 
in their water supply, tt. was announced December 7.

We believe that this alone, is conclusive proof of 
the political, scientific, and medical soundness of fluori­ 
dation.
